to the city council. 

John Nicholson was elected 
chairman of the group, which 
will be known as the Young Tax- 
payers association. Other officers 
chosen were Howard Brewster, 
vice chairman and Pat Flynn, 
secretary. 

Elected to. serve-as a board of 
directors were Philip Holden, 
Verl C. Haynes, Earl Haw thorne 
and Arnold Christen. 

The group passed several mo- 
tions which were signed by each 
member of the organization for 
presentation to the city council. 
Copies of each of the motions wili 
also be presented to the planning 
commission. 

Carried unanimously was a mo- 
tion by Earl Hawthorne’ that all 
property from the Ramona free- 
way north to Foothill boulevard 
and west of San Antonio avenue 
to the city limits be reduced 
from the. current 10,000 square 
foot minimhum to a 7,500 square 
foot minimum. 

The group also passed a motion 
that the 10-acre plot immediately 
east of the site for the new high 
school and south of Foothill bou- 
levard be cha: ged from the pres- 
ent A-1 agriculture zoning to 
R-7500 zoning.

Parents Uroed 
To Aid In 
Easter Holiday 


Cooperating with. officers from 
all over the Southland, Police 
Chief Ralph Palmer this week 
{issued a statement addressed io 
the parents of Upland youngsters 
asking their assistance in con- 
trolling a growing problem—the 
behaviour of their youngsters at 
the beach during Easter vacation. 

“Tt is impossible for the police 
of the beach towns to handle and 
supervise the large crowds that 
gather there’ over Easter vaca- 
tion,” the chief explains, “and 
we are asking you as: parents 
for your assistance, just as we 
want you to seek ours. 

“Phere has been very few sea- 
sons but that we have received 
reports of some of our local boys 
or girls being arrested or in- 
volved in some unlawful act.” 

“It is our intention to combat 
delinquency as effectively as pos- 
sible, and we feel that only witb 
the cooperation and understand. 
ing of parents can we make our 
efforts bring results.” 

Any beach or city Where police 
protection is inadequate makes a 
perfect setting for minor and 
major law violations, Chief Palm- 
er’ explains.

An increase of $500 a year for 
all Upland Elementary school 
teachers was voted by the Upland 
board of education Tuesday: night. 
Minimum starting pay will he 
$3,600 a ‘year, instead of the 
present $3,100 and the basic seale 
increases as the teachers advance 
scholastically in their continued 
collegiate study. 

An “extra” meeting was held 
hy the board for the special pur- 
pose of deciding earlier than usual 
on the remuneration for the staff 
members for the 1953-54 school 
vear. Allan S. Barr, president of 
the board, voted against the in- 
crease while Dr. John Skewis and 
Mrs. Raymond O. Kay voted in 
| favor of the higher salary sched- 
ule. 

Other increases voted give Har- 
old W. Cook and other admin- 
istrators $600 a year higher pay. 
Non-certificated personnel, such 
as office help. bus drivers. jan- 
itors and gardeners were given a 
monthly pav increase of $20. 

The increases will mean a high- 
er salary budget of $28,000 for 
the next school vear.

Court Cost Program 


When the county supervisors or spokesmen 
for them seek to get people in the cities to pay 
“more costs” those of us inside the cities should 
get alarmed and look into the situation. 

In the legislative halls in Sacramento and 


in the courthouse in San Bernardino, there is 
a fairly constant ‘battle’ going on between 
the city government and the county govern- 
ment—dne trying to get the other to pay more 
of the costs, 

Right now, a move is under way for the 
county to get the cities to pay an increased 
share of the operation of the newly combined 
justice courts, such as the one we have in Up- 
land. Such a move should be very strongly 
opposed. 

The new court set up was established as 
an economy move—to consolidate courts and 
remove duplicating services. Basically, that 
was a wise move and the city governments 
accepted the proposal. The county government 
was to pay the costs of the court and to share 
in certain proceeds. The city was also to share 


Kaiser's Policy Of Smog 
Study Is Commendable 


Kaiser Steel Co. is “doing everything pos- 
sible to eliminate fumes pouring out into the 
air from its open hearth furnaces.” 

Just what it will take to win in the smog 
elimination battle is uncertain but Kaiser air 
control research laborate.y is trying to find 
out the best solution. No one has the real 
answer but Kaiser technicians are working with 
recognized authorities in all allied fields in 
trying to hasten finding of the answer. 

For years the Kaiser Co. has been studying 
the problem. Great progress has been made 
and only recently has the public been privileg- 
ed to get a “look” at what has been done. In- 
stallation of a smoke control equipment on the 
high stack at the open hearth furnace No. 3 is 
the objects of great interest at the moment. 
From 50 to 70 per cent of the solid particles 
coming off the furnace are removed by the 
“electrostatic precipitator”’. While this result is 
regarded as very gratifying, it is only a good 
start toward what the Kaiser Co. expects to 
accomplish. Another smoke control unit is on 
order. Already millions of dollars have been 
spent on experiments, investigation and equip- 
ment by the local company. 


Only very seldom do we here in the Up- ' 


land district get any trace of any “smog” from 
the Kaiser plant. Fortunately, we are located 
west of the huge mill. Nevertheless, we are 
vitally interested in the results achieved. 

The “good neighbor” policy, adopted by 
Henry J. Kaiser as he established the mill more 
than 10 years ago, is exceedingly commend- 
able. No one ever forced the Kaiser Co. to 
establish the efficient air control research lab- 
oratory. The company’s policy is one of lead- 
ership in seeking to remove from the air all 
impurities, That policy is sincerely commend- 
ed by all of us in Upland and throughout the 
wide area of the Kaiser Co. influence. 


Passing of Civic Concert

Passing of the once-popular Civic concert 
association programs cannot go unobserved. 

Abandonment of the plan to bring nation- 
ally known musicians to the stage of the beau- 
tiful Chaffey auditorium ends great hopes and 
a great community asset.

THE STRIKE ITSELF 
S NOW THE ISSUE 












There is No Right to Strike Against the 
Public Safety by Anybody, Anywhere, Anytime” 


' ‘When that was said to President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor by Cal- 
vin Coolidge thirty-four years ago, there was 
no law which expressly forbade a police strike 
in Boston, but the absolute and inescapable 
truth thus stated was immediately recognized 
and overwhelmingly approved by the people 
of the entire United States. It is just as indis- 
putably true and just as inescapable today. 


The strike against the electric service of 
3,000,000 people, served by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company, had it accomplished 
the purpose intended by those who called it, 
would have been much more destructive to the 
publicsafety, health and welfare than astrike 
against the police service. 


Fortunately, the loyalty to their duty of the 
great majority of Edison employees pre- 
vented the widespread public disaster which 
otherwise would have resulted from the strike 
caused by deluded and reckless union leaders, 


The strike is a resort to industrial war. 
Where public safety is seriously involved as in 
an electric utility, it is in no sense a legitimate 
or rightful weapon. It is a conspiracy both te 
abandon vital posts of duty and to prevent 
others from filling them, which effort, if suc- 
cessful, -would immediately set in motion 4 
chain of disastrous consequences causing fa- 
tal'accidents, enormous loss of property and 
eventual paralysis of the community life. : 


Like war, a strike sets free the emotions of 
hatred and the constant thought and threat of 
violence. Men and women on strike are victim- 


‘ized. by: their strike leaders into the delusion 


that it is they who are abused and the “win- 
ning of the strike” becomes almost a “holy 
cause.” The picket-line becomes a “sacred” 
place which no one must violate. Reason is de- 
throned. Although many of them expect to 
complete their working life with their Com- 
pany, during the strike they join in a common 
endeavor to destroy its good-will and capacity 
to serve. 


To have used this ugly and dangerous wea- 
pon at all against the public safety is wholly 
wrong and indefensible; but to make impos- 
sible demands of the Edison Company man- 
agement—demands which no informed per- 
son of normal judgment should have thought 
management had the power or right to meet— 
and then to pull a strike against the public 
health, welfare and safety in pursuit of those 
demands is to go far beyond the limits of right 
and even of decency. 


Weare now convinced from much evidence 
that Mr. Rapattoni, the man chiefly respon- 
sible for this strike, from the very first, was 
determined to have his way, including the im- 


position of compulsory union membership, or 
to call this strike. In other words, during the 
long four months in which he subjected the 
Company’s bargaining representatives to so 
much abuse, he was not in fact bargaining in 
good faith. This was, of course, strongly indi- 
cated by the fact that before even start ting ne- 
gotiations, he insisted upon and obtained 
from his members authority to call a strike 
under the representation that he needed it to 
use in “collective bargaining.” 


Then, impossible demands both for a wholly 
unreasonable wage increase, and for compul- 
sory union membership, were made, and held 
to, during four months of bargaining (fre- 
quently stalled and delayed by Mr. Rapat- 
toni), despite explanation that the Company 
management had no right, power or authority 
to meet those demands. Finally, Mr. Rapat- 
toni made the meaningless gesture that he 
was willing to submit his demands to the con- 
sideration of a fact-finding committee. He 
knew, of course, that if the Company had no 
right to meet his wholly impossible demands 
that it could not empower anyone else to con- 
sider them with a view to their possible accept- 
ance, 


Again, therefore, we repeat: The Company 
management cannot give that which is not 
theirs to give. They cannot negotiate during 
this wrongful strike because collective bar- 
gaining cannot be conducted under coercion. 
And now that Mr: Rapattoni has so clearly 
shown how he uses and abuses such power as 
he has, no one should accept the responsibility 
of giving him more power. 


The foregoing leads unavoidably to these 
conelusions and this policy: 


The strike is now the only issue. Until it is 
abandoned, and picket lines withdrawn, there 
ean be no negotiations by the Company with 
Loca] 47, I.B.E.W., A.F.L. The Company can- 
not negotiate during the strike free from 
some coercive influence of the strike, and 
hence without at least appearing to accept the 
strike asa legitimate device in “collective bar- 
gaining.” 


The negotiation or collective bargaining 
method of arriving at a contract with Local 
47, I.B.E.W., A.F.L., was repudiated, and the 
contract terminated, by the Union’s officers, 
and by their resort to this strike. The two 
methods—on the one hand peaceful negotia- 
tion, and on the other astrike against the pub- 
lic safety—are mutually exclusive and cannot 
be merged. By their choice .of the second 
method, and so long as they pursue it, the Un- 
ion leaders have made peaceful negotiations 
impossible.
